CABINET TAKES 
UP THE MATTER 


Secretary Mentions That 
Same Report Was Made a 


Month Ago Without Dis- 
turbing Speculators.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Sec- 


retary of Agriculture Jardine has 
decided that no more price fore- 


casts,, such as that which caused 
@ violent reaction yesterday in the 
cotton market, are to be issued by 
the Department of Agriculture. 

Jardine made known his deci- 
sion in a formal statement after 
the flurry of yesterday had been 
discussed at a Cabinet meeting. 
Referring to yesterday’s forecast 
he said ‘he felt the statement “had 
had dn undue effect on the mar- 
Ret,” and added: “Nevertheless, I 
have issued instructions discontin- 
uing for the future similar state- 
ments for*cotton which indicate 
price trends. a 

“The widespread quotation of a 
part of the statement, in my opin- 
ion, has unduly disturbed the spec- 
ulative markets. 

“There have been no important 
developments since the issuance of 
a similar statement a month ago 
except the last cotton crop esti- 
mate,, which’ placed cotton in a 
more favorable position, which it 
still occupies so far as the depart- 
ment is informed,” 

Officials held that although the 
long range indications were helpful 
to farmers, they also might be put 
to harmful use otherwise in market 
speculation and until the public had 
been better educated to the pur- 
pose of the statements, it was well 
that they be discontinued. 

After a long Cabinet meeting to- 
day, Jardine declared he would 
eonduct an investigation into the 
break in the market insofar as it 
Was related to the report by the 
department that lower prices might 
be expected in ¢otton. 

The Secretam asserted the same 
report -was ade by the depart- 
ment on Aug. 15. It was reiterated 
yesterday, he; said, in connection 
With the usual monthly report on 
all crops. 

The Cabinet session lasted for 
more than two hours today, a large 
part of the discussion apparently 
being on the statement which upset 
the market and which brought a 
flood* of demands from Southern 
Representatives and Senators for 
an explanation. 

Discussing the effects of the re- 
port, the Secretary asked why the 
speculators did not make use of it 
in Afigust. 

“Certainly conditions were more 
favorable for fluctuations of the 
market if they desired to use the 
meager statement given out by the 
department,” he declared. 

Predictions by Government de- 
partments on the possible trends 
of prices is regarded.as hazardous 
by President Coolidge, who, how- 
ever, is leaving the row in the 
hands of the Department of Agri- 
culture, it was said at the White 
House. 


Protest. Voiced Against Depart- 
ment’s Price Prediction,

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—A pub- 
lished opinion of the bureau of 


of the United States Department 
of Agriculture—that cotton prices 
should decline within the next few 
months, knocked $80,000,000 from 
the crop’s market value yesterday 
and provoked a flood of protest 
against the Gov ernment’s apparent 
venture into the field of price pre- 
diction. 

The Department of Agriculture 
had been under criticism for its 
bi-monthly estimates of the condi- 
tion of the cotton crop, which oft- 
en caused the wildest upheavals ‘in 
tradifig on the cotton exchanges 
here, in New Orleans and other 
senters. 

In .every trading center holders 
of cotton dumped it on the mar- 
ket when the financial tickers of 
Dow, Jones & Co., publishers of 
the Wall Street Joarnal, quoted 
the bureau as saying: 

“Should the present estimate of 
production be realized and past re- 
lations between supply and price 
prevail, it is likely that prices will 
decline in the next few months.” 

Speculators will never wait sev- 
eral months to sell when the Gov- 
ernment states that prices should 
decline during that period. In the 
local market there was an extreme 
break of $7.50 a bale as brokers

The official heads of the Legion 
were met at the station »y Min- 
ister of War Painleve, Minister of 
Marine Leygues, General Petain 
and General Gouraud. 

There were 1500 persons in the 
party which arrived at the Inva- 
lides Station. 

The journey from Cherbourg was 
marked by many evidences of en- 
thusiasm from peasants, both men 
and women who stood at the cross- 
ings as the special train passed 
cheering “Vive L’Amerique.” 

“The bugles are no longer blow- 
ing for war, but in war or peaee, 
'Gen, Pershing, you are our friend 
indeed,” Gen. Gouraud said, on the 
arrivalehere of the visitors 

Pershing and Savage immediate- 
ly went to the Arc de Triomphe, 
w*..e they stood with uncoverci 
heads for a few moments in tribute 
The 
other half of the wreath had been 
paced on the tomb of the Amer- 
ican Unknown Soldier at Arlington 
previous to the party’s departure 
from the United States. 

Crowds lined the Champs Ely- 
sees and as Pershing has always 
been popular in Paris he received 
an extremely wart. welcome. 


Cherbourg Greets Party on Land- 
ing There. 

CHERBOURG, France, Sept. 16. 
—Bands played, seaplanes wiirred 
overhead and thousands cheered as 
the biggest contingent of the sec- 
ond A. E. F., led by Gen. Pershing, 
arrived here on the Leviathan to- 
day, bound for the legion conven- 
tion in Paris. 

“The Legion is here!” exclaimed 
Mayor le Brettevillois as he grasped 
Gen. Pershing’s- hand. “We wish 
you could have landed here in 
1917.” 

“It’s the wreatest number of Le- 
gionnaires ever tocometo France,” 
said Howard P. Savage, national 
commander of the. Legion, survey- 
ing the 1700 he and Gen, Pershing 
brought with them. 

Cherbourg had stayed up all 
night to welcome the veterans. The 
Leviathan’s -arrival had been an- 
nounced for 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, but it was 6 before the mam- 
moth liner slipped into the roads. 

The legionnaires were up early 
and viewed the cold and clammy 
dawn while four seaplanes circled 
above the ship. Seven naval bands 
blared the Strains of the “Marseil- 
laise’’ and “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” and whistles tooted. 

Everywhere the French tri-color 
and the stars and stripes were dis- 
played. There was no sign of the 
reported Communist opposition as 
the legionnaires left the docks to 
entrain for the capital. 

While the welcome to the Le- 
gidnnaires wag warm, it was Gen- 
eral Pershing who dominated «the 
entire ceremony. “‘He looked -very 
civilian in a dark gray suit, soft 
felt -hat and tan_ shoes. 

To the queries of the newspaper- 
men, Pershing replied: “I have 
nothing to say. What can IJ say? 
We have had a wonderful trip 
across, and,’’ as he looked around 
at the Calvados Hills, “somehow 
this looks familiar.” 

In a speech of reply to the ad- 
dresses of welcome, Commander 
Savage said the Legion had come 
to France further to cement. the 
ties forged in Lafayette’s day and 
strengthened in the World War. 

“We are coming back to renew 
old friendships and to enjoy for 
a few days the comradeship of the 
French people,” he continued “and 
we come under. happier auspic3s 
than accompanied us nine or ten 
years ago, when the harbor and 
shores were grim with materials 
of war and the faces of the people 
were drawn with the strain of the 
struggle.”

HEADLESS BODY 
OF SLAN CHEMIST 


FOUND IN WOODS 


Athey Kerner, 22, John 
Hopkins U. Student, Had 
Disappeared June 9 From 
Home in Baltimore.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 16. — The 
third murder within less than a 
month to be attributed to bootieg- 
gers has been revealed by the dis- 
covery of the headless body of J. 
Athey .Kerner, 22-year-old chem- 
ist and graduate student of Johns 
Hopkins, University, who disap- 
peared June 9. | 

Kerner’s body was found in a 
state forest reserve near here by 
a boy camper. One of Kerner's 
friends, Edward A. Rupp, said he 
believed the chemist was murdered 
by bootleggers to whom he had re- 
fused to give a formula for re- 
moving the poison from industrial 
alcohol. Mrs’ Andrew Kerner, 
his mother, also said she feared 
hootleggers were responsible for 
his death. 

Vernon Selbe, a boy in his 
teens, told police he and his cousin, 
Gordon Selbe, some time ago had 
found a human head while camp- 
ing. near the spot where the body 
was discovéred, He said they had 
placed. it in a box outside their 
tent to dry. Later the head, in 
the cheek of which was a long 
gash, was stolen from the box, he 
said. Police believe it was that 
of Kerner. 

Identification of the body was 
made shortly after its discovery 
late yesterday by letters found it 
the pockets of the weatherbeaten 
clothing. Commenting on Kerner’s 
disappearance, Rupp said: 

“Kerner said the bottleggers 
were after him all the time. Work- 
ing with aleohol and knowing so 
much about it, he had perfected 
the poison extraction formula. That 
is why I think the  bootleggers 
killed him—bechuse he would not 
give up his secret.” 

Kerner graduated «from Johns 
Hopkins University in 1925 and 
continued there as a graduate stu- 
dent while working as a research 
chemist for an industrial alcohol 
company. 

A little more than three weeks 
ago two men—John C, Harrahy 
and Chester Pugh—died here from 
bruises and burns after being way- 
laid on a lonely road, beaten, and 
left to die In a burning house. Po- 
lice believe they were victims of a 
bootleg war. 

Boy Scouts today turned over the 
head to police. They found it in 
the woods, they said, and, believ- 
ing it was used by some medical 
student, kept it as a curio.

OT BATHS AND PHONE CALLS 
FALL OFF IN WAR SEPTEMBER 


Report Shows Less"Electricity and 
® More Water Used in Belated 
Hest Wave. 

Fewer hot baths are taken in hot 
weather, there is less cooking in 
the homes, fewer telephone con- 
versations, less electricity used for 
illumination, and more water used, 
according to the Missouri Commit- 
tee on Public Utility Information. 

During the first 15 days in 
September, this tendency of St. 
Louisans to take cold baths and 
eat “plenic’’ meals during the hot 
spell caused a decline of 1,000,000 
cubic feet of.gas used daily in the 
city,. as’ compared with the same 
period last September, when it was 
nine degrees cooler. 

During August, which averaged 
eight degrees cooler than August, 
1926, there was an increase of 
about 1,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
a day. This is attributed to in- 
creased cooking and heating of 
water in the homes because of the 
coofer weather. 

The use of water jumps upward 
with each hot spell. The normal] 
average of water used in St. Louis 
is about 126,000,000. gallons a 
day. Several “peak” days in the 
first two weeks of September 
showed a consumption of 143,000,- 
000 gallons.

Mortgage Holders Declare 
Hotel and Annex Are Losing 
Money Under Receiver. 


Alleging the Buckingham Hote! 
and Annex are losing approximate- 
ly $2400 a month, even under the 
management of Receiver Isaac T. 
Cook, who has reduced operating 
expenses $800 a month, two mort- 
gage holders yesterday petitioned 
Federal Judge Faris to authorize 
foreclosure, 

The application for a public sale 
of the hotel buildings is to have 
a hearing tomorrow morning at 
which counsel for the applicants, 
the Mortgage Loan Co. and the 
American Investment Co., will urge 
their reasons for wanting to put 
the property on the auction block. 
The former holds a deed of trust 
for $75,000 and the latter — 
for $44,054. 

In their application they tiene 
that, although Cook has been in 
charge for two months and has 
reduced expenses substantially, the 
properties are still losing money 
and debts against them now aggre- 
gate $853,134. Of this amount 
$840,000 is in deeds of trust. 

The hotel properties were pur- 
chased in August, 1925, for $1,000,-

Says That Greatest Thrill of 
His Career Came When 
He Was Crowned A. E. 
F. Champion.

LAKE VILLA, Ill.’ Sept. 16, — 
One of the greatest moments .in 
Gene Tunney’s life is less than a 
week away, yet the prospect does 
not especially thrill him.

» “Next Thursday night in Soldier 
Field, I’ fight Jack Dempsey 
again. I was confident of victory 
at Philadelphia last fall. This 
time I am certain. To me the 
fight offers the opportunity of fin- 
ishing the job I started then. This 
time I must knock Dempsey out 
to prove to the 'scoffers that there 
is no question of my superiority, 
that I am a real champion, and 
did not win my title on @ fluke.” 
Cries of “Fake” Hurt, 


the fistic dniverse, Tunney admit- 
tea that the scoffing that greeted 
his one-sided Victory, the cries of 
“fake” last fall, hurt him to the 
core. 

“More than anything else, he 
said, “I want to prove that my 
victory was no fluke. There is 
only one way to do it beyond a 
question of a doubt. I must knock 
out Jack Dempsey, but even that 
knockout can~ never equal the 
thrill that A. E. F. title gave me 
in France.” 

Gere entered the final three days 
of intensive training today feeling 
“better than ever.”

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Taft Received Less in 
Entire Public Career Than. 
Tunney Will Get for Fight 


Chief Justice Who Celebrated 70th Birthday 
Yesterday, Has Held Office for 38 Years 
—Believes World Is Becoming Better. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—William 
Howard Taft, Chief Justice of the 
United States, the only living ex- 
President of the United States, the 
only American in history who has 
held the chief executive and chief 
judicial office of the nation, was 
70 years old yesterday. Over the 
long distance telephone from his 
summer home in Murray Bay. 
Quebec, he sent the following mes- 
sage to the American people: 

“I want to send you a message 
of the most grateful appreciation 
for the kindly congratulations I 
have received and am continually 
receiving on my seventieth birth- 
day. 

“I am_an optimist; I believe the 
world is growing better, but no: 
so rapidly as many people think. 
We must be content to keep close 
steps between our ideals. I am 
very grateful that my three chil- 
dren and their wives and husbande« 
are with me and Mrs. Taft at Mur- 
ray Bay for this occasion—and my 
10 grandchildren.” 

“Ten grandchildren, Judge?” 
queried the reporter on the New 
York end of the telephone. 

“Just 10,” was the reply, “and 
I wish you could see them. Let 
me again express through your 
paper my heartfelt gratitude for 
the boundless messages of good 
will which are reaching me on my 
seventieth birthday.” 

Proud of Chitdren. 

Over the telephone from Point 
Au Pic, Que. the voice of the 
Chief Justice came clearly as the 
sound of a bejl. As he talked of 
his children the voice carried 
pride, and as he mentioned his 
grandchildren he chuckled the 
wonderful, infectious Taft chuckle 
which has won him the regard of 
all who have ever heard him. 

They have today. .in.Great Brit- 
ain and France public men whose 
years of service and points of con- 
tact with their own and foreign 
peoples rank with those of Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, but in this coun- 
try there is none. : 

Chief Justice Taft has. with an 
interval of about years, successive- 
ly held the following offices, all 
appointive, save two, that of Judge 
in Cintinnati and of President, his 
age and the dates taking office be- 
ing:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Ap- 
parently at an impasse in negotia- 
tions for a new most-favored-na- 
tion commercial treaty to remove 
French tariff barriers against 
American goods, Trance and _ the 
United States today faced a diffi- 
cult situation in their government- 
al trade relations. Some American 


officials were apprehensive of a 
possible tariff war. 

While it was declared at the 
State Department that there would 
be little delay in the formulation 
of the American reply to the rejec- 
tion by France of the American 
proposal for a new commercia) 
agreement, little solution of the 
situation was promised. As *the 
present tariff act prohibits the ne- 
gotiation of tariff treaties on any 
basis except with equal treatment 
for all nations, this limitation on 
the powers of the President is ex- 
pected to prevent acceptance of 
the French proposals. 

Kellogg Leaves for Vacation. 

Although Secretary of State 
Kellogg left Washington for a two- 
weeks vacation at his home in St. 
Paul, Minn., without having an op- 
portunity to discuss the French 
note with, President Coolidge, the 
limitations ef the tariff act are 
considered to\be so clear and bind- 
ing that this) phase undoubtedly 
will be stresqed in the American 
reply. ' 

Text of the French note was 
withheld from publication.  Al- 
though Washington officials had 
had no opportunity for detailed 
consideration of the note, then 
astonishment indicated that the 
French Foreign Office was not 
fully advised as to the limiting 
provisions of the American tariff 
act. The nature of the French 
proposals was assumed to mean 
‘that the French officials had not 
| been aware of these phases of the 
American lgw, since there could 
have been no point suggesting a 
course of action the Washington 
Government could not follow. 

The French Government also was 
probably unaware of the retalia- 
tory provisions of the tariff act, 
which grants the President the 
right to impose penalty duties, or 
even ab:colute embargoes, on the 
imports of countries exercising 
tariff discriminations against 
Ameriean goods. It is regarded as 
certain, however, that no mention 
of these retaliatory provisions 
would be made in the American 
answer. But the possibility of the 
use of these penalty provisions for 
the first time to meet the situation 
of the French tariff schedules was 
under seriously increasing con- 
sideration.

Two «Robbers Killed in At- 
tempted Raid on Former 
Palace of Deposed Sultan. 


By the Associated Press. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 16.— 
Discovery by thieves of a secret 
passage, formerly used by spies of 
the Sultans, leading to the Yildiz 
Palace, nearly cost the gambling 
casino there its cash reserve, the 
police declare. The vaults of the 
casino, which was recently closed 
by the Government, are said to 
contain a large amount of. money. 

The robber band was arrested 
Wednesday night after a fight in 
which two policemen and two of 
the robbers were kiiied. At first 
the authorities thought they had 
captured a group of political plaf- 
ters, but further’ § investigation 
bared the pian to rob the vaults 
of the casino. 

The prisoners are Turks and 
Armenians. Their leader, an Ar- 
menian, recently returned from 
America, bringing with him, it is 
alleged, newly acquired knowledge 
of robbery methods and an ample 
supply of automatic pistols, gas 
bombs and burglars’ tools. 

An automobile bearing forged 
Police Department .plates and an 
airplane had been provided for 
the “get away,” but the plan was 
upset by the encounter with the 
police. 

The kiosque, or palace, at Yildiz, 
overlooking the Bosphorus. was 
formerly the residence of the na- 
torious Sultan Abdul Hamid. It 
was converted into a gambling re- 
sort a year ago. when a group of

accepted Crissinger’s resignation 
and is understood to have selected 
his successor, the name of the ap- 
pointee.fo the vacancy has not been 
disclosed.

TERMED PRACTICAL 
COMMUNITY WORK 


Kansas City Legionnaires 
Suggest That Route 40 to 
St. Louis Be Made Memo- 
rial Highway. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 15.— 


State highways bordered by rows 
of stately shade trees as the result 
of efforts of posts of the American 
Legion in Missouri are visioned by 
Dan M. Nee of Springfield, State 
Commander of the Legion, in an- 
nouncing the first recommendation 
as to community activity on the 
part of the various posts for the 


ensuing year. 

Advocating a movement to have 
the posts assume the leadership in 
their respective communities in 
seeing that proper trees are ‘et 
out along the highways, Comman- 
der Nee said that he believed this 
would prove one way in which tne 
Missouri legionnairegs could be of 
distinct service during the year. 
The idea was advanced, he con- 
tinued, as a result of the recent 
announcement that the Canadiaa 
Government had indorsed a move- 
ment to have trees out along gov- 
ernmental highways, and the sug- 
gestion, made editorially in the 
Post-Dispatch, that similar action 
should be taken in Missouri. 

Setting out of trees along the 
highways is understood here 10, 
have the sanction of the 
Highway Commission, and the 
possibilities afforded in this way 
are understood to have been called 
to the attention of the commission 
by the American War Mothers of 
Missouri. 

“Memorial Highway” Suggested. 

“A somewhat similar moyement 
on a more limited scale” Ne@ 
said, “was suggested recently by 
legionnaires of Kansas City, and 
has the indorsement of the State 
Department of the, Legion. The 
plan of the legionnaires of Kan- 
sas City and Jackson County, in 
which they will ask the co-opera- 
tion of other posts along the route, 
is to have U. S. Highway No. 40, 
the direct road between Kansas 
City and St. Louis, designated of- 
ficially as Memorial Way, and 
properly beautified with this 
thought in view. 

“My understanding is that the 
Kansas City legionnaires have a 
two-fold plan of beautification. 
One. takes the form of ornamental 
gateways at the various county 
lines crossed by the highway. The 
other is to see that shade trees 
are set out on each side of the 
highway throughout its entire 
length. This work should make 
the highway one of the most at- 
tractive in the State, and I am sin- 
cerely hopeful that the ideas of 
the veterans who have made the 
suggestion can be carried out, The 
co-operation of the posts in the va- 
rious counties traversed by the 
highway of course is essential.” 

Commander Nee then discussed 
the highway beautification plan if 
carried out throughout the entire 
State. Should this plan be carried 
out, he believes, it would be only 
a few years until Missourl would 
be known over the entire country 
as the State whose highway system 
was a network of, tree-bordered 
aveneus, 


Practical Community Work. 


“Ever since I have been a mem- 
ber of the Legion,” the commander 
said, “I have felt that one of the 
most important of iis activities 
should be that of community devel- 
opment. And I can think of no 
more practical plan for this sort 
of service than the setting out of 
trees along all the highways of the 
State where this can be done to 
advantage. 

“Not only will it tend further to 
justify the existence of the Legicn
